It no longer rules by “ right 
divine,” & tlic principle is generally conced­ 
ed that its proper object is the happiness of the 
people. B ut it has still to m uch o f pageantry 
w ith it; people are in the iiabil of looking 
up to its functionaries as a superior class of 
treating them with a deference nofsliowii to 
m erit in any other condition, and of'coiice- 
d in g to th e m an c.xf.ravagance of living and 
a liberality o f com pensation not approved 
or accorded in private life. 
T liis is all w rong. 
T he officers o f the 
G overnm ent arc hut A gents o f others to do 
busineiss which they cannot do in parson. 
T h ey are entitled lo the sam e re.spcct as 
other A gents; but no m ore. 
T heir busi­ 
ness but a part of the business of society, 
m ore im portant than that o f individuals, yet 
o f the sam e general ch aracter. 
It is m ade 
up o f transaclionsybr m en and with men, 
for theTJrq^i and advantage o f men. 
T he 
only difference is, that a greater num ber 
a re interrestcd in,it, and m ore depends on its 
faithful perform ance. 
; 
; ■ T h e world w ill not bo governed as it 
ought to be until governm ent shall be strip­ 
ped of the majesty with w hich the arts and 
errors of ages have clothed it, and come to 
be considered as a p art o f the prdina r}'- bus­ 
iness o f society, or until those who, adm inis­ 
te r it can travel abroad w ithout other atten­ 
tions than 
tho.se bestowed on rcspcciablc 
gentlem en engaged in other eonccrn.s. O nce 
princes w ere made fools by being treated as 
gods, and the lim e lias not qia.s.sed aw ay 
w hen Presidents and Seerctarins m ay liave 
their heads turned by parade and adida- 
tion.

of the printer’s. 
T h ere is not one profes­ 
sional man in a hundred, be he clergym an, 
physician or law yer, however high his at­ 
tainments may’ be in learning, who could 
present a perfect book lo tho world without 
the aid of the printer. 
W e do not mean in 
the se lf evident matter of more printing the 
book; but wo speak in respect to those little 
niceties of correct orthography and punc­ 
tuation, &c. which give the finishing touch 
t o a work. 
Oh, wc have had to do with 
some authors, while proof-reader to a largo 
establishment, who seemed to know nothing 
beyond throwing out big thoughts upon fool­ 
scap, and there they might have remained, 
had it not been for the pla.slic hand of the 
printer, whose peculiar a it enabled him to 
select, arrange and place those thoughts in 
appropriate 
sentences 
and 
paragraphs, 
adding a comma here and semicolon, thoi'c. 
and so o f letters and sometimes whole 
words. 
T h e em'nodimem of thought w as 
there, but m any limbs to complete its sy m ­ 
m etry were wanting; and these had to be 
supplied by the printer.. 
All these exercis­ 
es fit the mind lo enter into the minutia of 
tilings, and prepare the man for useful­ 
ness in a n y station in which he m ay be 
placed. 
. 
W e have spoken of but a few distinguish­ 
ed printers iri Boston; but our country is 
full of them. Look at H orace G reely, of 
N ew Y o rk , who has been recommended as 
whig candidate for the Vice Presidency. 
But a few years ago, and he was so ungain­ 
ly 'a n object, both in clothing.and plu'sical 
appearance, that his claim .to become an 
apprentice in an obsciire printing oflioe in 
Vermont was rejected, notwithstanding they 
had advertised for one the day previous. 
By perseverance and begging he finally 
induced them to take him on trial. 
H e be­ 
cam e so apt in a short time that they retain­ 
ed him. 
And what is lie now? 
O ne of the 
best, i f not the best editors and w riters of 
the age.
